3. After a week of rumors regarding Soviet plans for Elko Metallverarbeitung 
G.m.b.H., this plant has been turned over to Red Army ordnance personnel and 
is ncw being used as a repair shop for Soviet tanks, Elko employees have 
been transferred to Wiener Leichtmetallwerke G.m.b.H., Vienna XV, and other 
USIA plants, 


Negotiations with Wi cth Austrisn Government 


4. During conversations recently held between officials of USIA Headquarters 
and the Austrian Government, on the subject of establishing official trade 
relations between USIA and Austrian enterprises, USIA Headquarters dele- 
gated as its official representetives the following Soviet General Directors 
of USTs: 


Chemical Industry: KUKOYEV, Chief of USIA's Chemical Industry Aduinis=

Agriculture and Forestry: Josef SMIRNOV, Chief of USIA's Land and 
Forestry Department. 


The Austrian Ministry of Trade also gave USIA Headquarters a list of officials, 
for the most part presidents of divisions of the Austrian Chamber of Commerce, 
who are authorized to represent the Austrian Government in future trensactions 
with USIA..

5. According to THIENEL, Austrian commercial expert employed in USIA's Central 
Gommercial Bureau, Viadimir TIKHOMLROV, Soviet General Director of USIA, 
who has been on leave in the Soviet Union, will not return to Vienna but will 
remain in Moscow aa director of the Central Administration of Soviet Property 
in Austria. SHEVCHENKO, Chief of USIA's Central Commercial Bureau, and one 
SDARTSNO are now serving as TIKHOMLHOV'’s deputies handling commercial matters 


6. THIENEL is also quoted as saying that poor working conditions arid inefficient 
administrative procedures of USIA’s Central Conmercial Bureesx are causing ncre 
and more employees of this office to seek employment elsewhers. YTHIENEL al- 
leges that he is now a roving supervisor of all. USTA units administered by 
the Central Comnercial Bureau. 


7. PSCHENICHNIKOV’s position as Director of the A4/O Avtovelo Sales and Fur-- 
chasing Office seems more tenuous *very day.

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Purchasing Office several weeks ago, may be a reason for his anxiety, #ettis 
While PSHENICHNIKOV Las Ween negotialing with a number of automobile dealers, 
Director General LUKYANO’ of Mercedes-Benz Heparaturwerky has already com- 
pleted a npmber of saleg fram this lot of vehicles, Some Avtovelo employees 
believe that SKIRDKOV, an A/O Avtovelo administrative official, may promote 


LUKYANOV to a post over both PSHENICHNIKOV and PUNIN, chief Avtovelo bookkeeper.
